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A BAD RECORD. 


Dilatory Officials Make It Almost 
Impossible to Convict an 
Offender. 


The Story of a Case That Shows 
ow the Hands of Justice Are 
Tied by Officers Chosen 
to Aid Her. 


John Gilbert’s Case Called in the Court of 
Criminal Correction This Morning—Lax.- 
mess and Indolence Mark the Adminis. 
tration of Law in St. Louis—It Took the 

Police a Long Time te Act and Then 
They Blunder. 


O-DAY the case 
against John Gil- 
bert for advertis- 
ing a lottery was 
taken up again in 
the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. 
The history of 
this case will serve 
to show how slow 
the authorities are 
to act and how 
clumsily they 
move when they 
are at last forced 
to notice crimes and call apon the criminals 
to answer for them. 

FOR TWO YEARS JOHN GILBERT AND 
His ASSOCIATES HAVE BEEN PUBLISH- 
ING THE ADVERTISEMENTS AND DKAW. 
INGS OF LOTTERIES IN VIOLATION OF 
THE LETTER AND SPIRIT OF THE LAW. 

They have enjoyed a strange immunity 
from punishment and have carried on their 
unlawful business with profit to themselves, 
working much harm to the poor of St. Louis, 
and thinking only of the money they made 
out of criminal puDlications. 

The Post-DrspaTcH first called attention to 
this strange condition, and made known the 
factthat the law was being daily violated 
under the very eyes of the police,on November 
10, and though his attention was called to it 
then Chief Huebler failed totake any step to 
put an end tothe criminal operations of Gilbert 
and his associates. Days passed on and col- 
umns of lotter news were written in the pub- 
lic prints, still the authorities did not act, and 
still crimes were committed with impunity. 

The Police Board, which should have met 
on Tuesday, adjourned over until Thursday 
to avoid taking any action until the return of 
Vice-President Overall, who was out of the 
city. 

Thursday came and they weré compelled to 
take notice of the open and flagrant violations 
ofthe law to which they had so long shut 
their eves. 

They issued a blanket orderto Chief Hueb- 
ler to enforce the law, and having shifted the 
responsibility, quietly crawled out. 

OFFENSES REPEATED. 

Still nothing was done and the notorious 
sheet continued to publish lottery advertise- 
ments. 

On November 16 Chief Huebler at last ap- 
plied for a warrant, and the circumetances of 
that application were peculiar indeed. 

He ignored the advertisements of a well- 
known Southern lottery which had been 
printed almost daily for years, and asked fora 
Warrant on a telegram, the nature of which 
was doubtful. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes re- 
fused to issue the warrant asked for, but 
found in the copy of the paper submitted to 


him the advertisement of a — lottery

AND MHO Was THE MAN WHO SWORE 
OUT THAT WAKRANI? 

Out of a torce of 621 men Chief Huebler se- 
/ leeted Officer Rudolph, the one man ofthe 
whole number who had himself been arrested 
on a warrant charging him with perjury. 


_ Officer Rudolph will no doubt prove his inno- 


cence, but still he, the prosecuting witness in 
the case, was an officer who was accused of 
having sworn falsely. 

A LOOPHOLE WARRANT. 

And the warrant which Mr. Dierkes issued 
bas given to these legal documents which 
emanate from his office the justly celebrated 
name of ‘‘loophole warrants, for he charged 
a misdemeanor and used the language of a 
felony ciause of the statute, which made about 
the weakest warrant he eould possibly have 
issued. Then, tov, he directed it only against 
the Secretary ofthe company and permitted 
the other officers to go free. 

The pseudo editor wanted to show his power 
over the police and show that the reason they 
had not taken active steps toward breaking 
up lottery in the city was because they did not 
dare oppose the aga men.

Where does a Deputy Sheriff find authority 
for quietiy pocketing a warrant and falling to 
serve it when he can lay his hands on the 
criminal he is ordered to arrest any hour out 
of the twenty-four?

The witness said he 
marked these copies and placed them in his 
desk at the Four Courts. 

Mr. McDonald at this point raised an 
objection to the introduction of the copies of 
the sheet containing the advertisement. Oon- 
siderable time was taken up inthe argument 
made on this point. Tne Court finally iy raled 
that the evidence was not legitimate. 

It was 1:30 o’clook when Officer Rudolph left 
the stand. The court had held that the copies 
ofthe paper could not be admitted as evi- 
dence. Judge Campbell then discharged the 
defendant, saying: 

The defendant, according to the admission 
of the prosecution, is charged with a misde- 
meanor. The information charges 
felony.

LOADON, Dec. 2.—Deliberations of the Lib- 
eral Federations began in Manchester to-day. 
Mr. Gladstone was present and delivered an 
address in Free Trade Hall. In the course of 


his address he said that the local Government 
bill did not meet the legitimate demands 
of the country. He advocated the 
granting to county councils powers of 
taxation, the control of the police and the 
liquor traffic, the care ofthe poor, power to 
deal with the question of ground rents and to 
form district councile, as he would possibly 
go further and establieh the parish principle 
of government and thus convey to the rural 
population the firstelements of their public 
education and create a se of public duty, 
which ts the highest alm ef a statesman. 


Rumored Revelution in Portugal. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-Drspatow. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—It was learned 

last night that private dispatches received in 

this city from Paris announced that trouble 


had broken out in Lisbon, presumably stirred 
up by the recent events in Brazil. Careful in- 
quiry among those most likely to be informed 
of any outbreak in Portu as failed to con- 
firm the report that theré has been a revolu- 
tion in Lisbon, but it is believed that there 
may have been some Republican demonstra- 
tion there which caused a disturbance. 

The Portuguese Minister could not be found 
this morning, but there ig no reason to be- 
lieve thathe has received news of an out- 
break at home. Mr. Walker Blaine said that 
he had received all the dispatches coming to 
the State Department to-day, and none of 
them contained any intimation of any trouble 
in Portugal. 

Among the BraAliane “here no surprise 
would be felt if the reports were confirmed. 
They understand that the successful inaugu- 
ration of the Republic in their country has 
given a great impetus to the Republican cause 
in Portuzal, although they do not think the 
Portuguese ‘are as well prepared fora revolu- 
tion as were the people of Brazil. The fact 
that the report was received from a 
French scource and that no news 
is received from Portugal by other 
means might be explained dy an effort 
to restrain waieparehes escribing an attempted 
revolution.

L. Sheldon lecture 

on Looking Back- 

ward. Mr. Bellamy, 

he said, had, without 

intending it, written a 

great work in political 

economy. Very often 

men had undertaken to 

do one thing, and itso 

. happened that the out- 

eome may have been of equal value but in an 

entirely different direction from what had 

been anticipated. There had been a multi- 

tude of writers who had wanted to climb to 

the top or be in the front rank in the fisid of 

economics and political science. Here wasa 

man who never, perhaps, dreamed of any such 

purpose and had no such aspiration, and yet 

with a single bound he had leaped tothe 

front and achieved a result which so many 

with direct purposes had vainly sought to 
accomplish. 

A great many of the vast number of volumes 
which had appeared on the social question 
within the last hundred years had been mere 
waste efforts; mistaken assumptions on the 
part ofthe writers that it only required or- 
dinary capacity, together with common 
sense, totake the helm and guide the ship of 
human affairs. Fortunately we wouid rather 
leave the ship in the care of the same 
oid pilot than run the risk of making experi- 
ments, when such experiments had often 
proved so completely afailure. Whatever the 
individuals might think who occupied the 
chairs for this science in our schools of learn- 
ing of this book, ‘‘Looking . Backward,’’ 
whether or not they might be disposed to 
thing highly of ite worth, or give any thought 
to it at all, even if some of them might not 
think it came within their sphere ot study 
nevertheless the world outside bad taken it 


up and the great multitude regarded it not 
merely as a story, but also as a volume of 
POLITICAL ECONOMY. 
It was not because it was a beuutiful story that 
its perusal and discussion had been so exten- 
sive. ‘‘*‘Looking Backward’’ was perhaps des- 
tined to go down in history with the Utopla““ 
ot Sir Thomas Moore, the Republic“ of 
Plato or the ‘ ‘City of God’’ of St. Auge ustine. 
A great many people would settle the ques- 
tion by, exciaiming ‘‘nonsense’’ or ‘‘gospel 
truth.’ Wise men or common-sense men 
would not so summarily dismiss the 
subjected. The speaker said: Whatever 
may be its worth as adiscovery in solence, 
‘the fact that it has taken bold ofsuch an im- 
yoense number of people means something; 
it lots us into the bearts ofthe multitude. 
What people like to read yivesusan idea of 
what they are thinking about and what they 
‘gre longing for. When books of this kind, for 
that reason, have such an snormous number

Bellamy, indicates that 
political economy are no longer 
special studies of schools of learning, 
but have passed into the bands of the whole 
people. It indicates that the civilized and 
thinking world has been stirred on these mat- 
ters, and proposes to find a solution for itself. 
In this matter it would not bean issue of 
what would be best, but what will have to be. 

As regards the worth of the ideas given, 
many will settle that issue for themselves by 
saying: ‘It cannot be done; out of the ques- 
tion.’ Now, for my part, I wish to say that 1 
am not going to treat of this book as though 
it were written as a treatise on 
economics. Properly speaking it does not be- 
long there and should never have fallen into 
that classification; it has no more place in 
that science than the figure of Apollo in the 
Vatican at Rome could be regarded as a trea- 
tise on art or philosophy. You can draw a 
great many thoughts out of that figure and 
havea great many suggestions and 2 
come to you while regarding it; precisely in 
this way, by reading tnis book you may have 
a multitude of suggestions come to you on the

IT DOES NOT BELONG. 


Backwara’ is literature and not 
political economy. It is a work of art and 
not a treatise ou philosophy. We are to go 
to it for suggéstions and feelings, but not for 
knowledge and generalization. To dispose of 
the value of this book by saying, ‘It cannot 
be done’, Impossible, is to suygest to the 
mind similar remarks that might have been 
made by practical individuals when they first 
looked upon this figure of Apollo when it first 
came from the hands of the sculptor: ‘It is 
all wrong; ‘No human being could 
ever look like that; this... is the 
figure, not of a man, but of a God.’ ‘But now 
stop,’ says the sculptor. ‘Whoever said or 
meant to intimate that this was the figure ota 
living man? But tell me, you critic, is there a 
line or suggestion about ‘this figure that is not 
human,that does not make you think what 
a human form inight somehow be, that does 
not stir a feeling within you that the human 
race has within itself the capavity or the 
power to approach this standard? This is the 
figure, not of you or of me, as you and I are 
at the present day,itis the picture of the ideal 
man which exists in you and in me. 

„Looking Backward’ is a work of Art, the 
Apollo, so to speak, cof human society, carved 
and chiseled in marble. Itis not a question 
of whetheruny society ever was or ever wiil 
be there, butrather, perhaps, a suggestion of 
all that is good and eautitul in human 8o- 
ciety as a possibility. No man is ever going to 
build up a human society on that model any 
more than a father would expect to develop a 
child so that it would be atrictly in the form of 
the Apollo. The value ot itisin its suggest- 
lyeness. 

„What made the ‘Utopia’ of Sir Thomas 
Moore of so much importance was that it ap- 
peared to be so much in advance of the other 
thought ot the age. Mr. Bellamv, however, 
has written a book which cannot be said to be 
in the slightest degree in advance of present 
thongbt. There is hardly anything new in it 
intbe way of ideas on the social question. 
The novelty ts in the fact that it is in the 
form of a picture, but lets us 
into the secret of wiht men are 
dreaming about at the present day. This 
book involves and developes all the thoughts 
as well as ai) the beauties in their social ideals 
on the social question. When men dream, 
you may be sure that if that dream or picture 
could be drawn on canvass or detailed in 
words you would hear the heart ot what man 
wants. ‘Looking Backward’ is what we 
would call the castie in the air of human 60- 
clety in the 19th century.’ 

To the mind of the speaker the greatness of 
the book lay in its presentation of a line of 
pictures where one might think of the dark 
side, but only in contrast with a vision of 
beauty, with a perfect ideal of unselfishness, 
a realization of our untversal buman brother- 
hood. The book, for that reason, was des- 
tined to do more than to set men to thinking 
on the social question. He did not wish to be 
understood as saying it was a perfect ideal. It 
conveyed not merely the beauties in che air- 
castie of our century,

He described what would be the air castle of 
a representative of a class that numbers 90 to 
95 per cent ofthe population in the civilized 
world, an ideal state of luxury and ease. 48 
children formed their fancies about kings and 
princes, about royal courts and about spilen- 
der and geld, because these things were the 
embodiment of the tales told them by their 
parents, sothe people derived their ideals of 
solid comfort from what they saw of the lives 
of ease of the wealthy. He did this to show 
what he meant by asserting that the book, at 
least in this respect, was an express form of 
lilustration of the national ideals of our con- 
tury. But there was a far better import to 
the volume, in the picture that 
was given of the relation in which 
individuale stood to one anotber 
in human society. The charm of the picture 
came in ita delineation of the appearance on 
the stage of history of a new set of motives 
tor action. Mr. Bellamy was either very art- 
less or very artful, but we could not object so 
long as be was only giving us a dream, a work 
of art, and not a treatise en political 
economy. The practical motives which 
goaded men into active work at the 
present day were, first, to get a 
living; second, a desire for the pleasures of 
life, warmth and comfort; third, to live as 
wellor better than your neighbors; in the 
fourth place there wasthe darkest motive, 
the ambition to be atthe head by accumula- 
ting wealth atthe expense of others, or by 
getting something away from somebody else. 
These were motives sufficient to account for 
the present state ofthe material situation in 
human society. When Bellamy wakes 
up in tae year 2000 the rea- 
son for the fret of these motives 
had quite disappeared as a result of the 
changed order of things. The incentive to 
selfishness in the pursuit of wealth had been 
removed by giving free play to the higher mo- 
tives, by altering

Speaker Reed’s Address Upon Taking 
the Chair. 


The President’s Message Will Be Read To- 
Morrow—Scenes on the Floor of the 
House During the Organization—Vice- 
President Morton Presides Over the 
Senate, Which Adjourns After Swearing 
in New Members— Missouri Office-Seekers 


at the Capital—Candidates for the 8t. 
Louis Post-Office Anxiously Waiting— 
Work ofthe World's Fair Committee— 
Democratic Indorsement of the Platform 
of 1888— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—The bold- 
ing of the Democratic caucus at 10 
o’ clock this mofPing necessitated the closing 
of the floor of the House and the galleries 
against the general public, who surged 
through the lower corridors until the pres- 
sure became so great that ln order to relieve 
it, ingress was permitted to the balls 
on the upper floor and in a short 
time each closed gallery door was besieged by 
a crowd of expectant spectators. In the 
meantime the caucus was proceeding in a per- 
functory manner to make nominations for 
the various elective officers. All the old 
officers were renominated with the exception 
of the Chaplain, no nomination being made 
for that office, although all the Democrats will 
vote for Mr. Millburn, the blind Chaplain of 
the last House. 

DEVOTION TO TARIFF REFORM. 

On motion of Mr. Wike of IIlinols the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted without 
division: 

Resolved, That we, the Democratic members of the 
House of Representatives of the Fifty-first Con- 
Kress, at the beginning of its session hereby send 
greeting tothe people ofthe country, the assurance 
of their continued confidence in and devotion 
to the principles of tariff reform, as 
embraced in President Cleveland’s message to 
the last Congress upon that subject, and in 
the platform of principies adopted by the last Demo- 
cratic National Son vention at St. Louis; and that ‘we 
hail with delight the emphatic approval of those 
principles by the people as expressed at the polls in 
the recent election; and we pledee them to renew and 
continue in Congress the contest for a reduction of 
the war taxes, so ably begun and prosecuted in 
former Congresses by our Representatives and 
Senators. 

The subjects next reached were the election 
of permanent caucus officers and the attitude 
of the members toward the House rules. But 
in order to accommodate the public by open- 
ing the galieries, it was decided to postpone 
the determination of these questions and ac- 
cordingly, after having been in session for 
half an hour, thé caucus adjourned until to- 
morrow night. 

TRE DOORS OPENED. 

As the heavy gallery-doors swung outward 
on their hinges, there was a wild rush for seats 
and in a few moments there was standing- 
room only in the wide portals. The executive 
gallery was alone entirely empty, 
and the gallery reserved for the 
diplomatic corps had but e 
occupants. The picture for which the gal- 
leries formed a — and appropriate 
frame was extremely interesting. Ona the 
floor the members mingled together chatting 
and laughing. As the hour of noon ap- 
proached the noise and confusion increased 
upon the floor, and the executive and diplo- 
matic galleries were filled. 

Asthe hands of the clock pointed to the 
hour of 12, Clerk Clark called the House to 
order and proceeded to read the roll of mem- 
bers-elect. 

The roll-call showed the presence of 327 
members—the three absentees being O'Neal of 
Indiana, Randall oft Pennsylvania and Whit- 
thorne of Tennessee. 

More than a quorum having been disclosed, 
nominations for Speaker were in order and 
Mr. Reed was placed in nomination by Mr. 
Henderson of Lllinois. The mention of Mr. 
Reed’s name was the signal for applause on 
the Republican side, which was returned with 
interest by the Democrats when Mr. - 
Creary of EL. nominated Mr. Carlisle 
for the honorable position. 

The vote resulted: For Reed, 166; for Car- 
lisle, 154; for Cummings of New York, 1; 
(Cowles of North COarolina)—and Mr. Reed 
having been eleeted Speaker, was escorted to 
the chair by Messrs. McKiniey and Carlisle 
amid applause, and the oath of office was ad- 
ministered by Mr. Kelley of Pennsylvania. 

During the roli-call, Mr. O'Neal of Pennsy!- 
vania stated that his colleague, Mr. Randall, 
was paired with Mr. Wilbur of New York. 

SPEAKER REED’S ADDRESS. 

On assuming the chair Speaker Reed said: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES—I thdnk you for the high office which 
vour voices have bestowed upon me. It would 
be impossible not to be moved by its dignity 
and honor, yet you may well imagine that I 
am at this moment more impressed by its re- 
sponsibilities and duties. Under our system 
1 as it hae been developed, these 
responsibilities and duties are both political: 
aud parliamentary. So far as the duties 
are political, I sincerely hope that 
they may be performed with proper 
sense of what is due to all the people of 
the whole country. 80 far as they are 
parliamentary, I hope with equal sin- 
cerity that they may be performed with a 
proper sense of what is due to both sides of 
the chamber. [Applause], Tothe end thatl 
may be successful in carrying out your 
wishes, [invoke the consideration, judgment 
and cordial aid of all the members of this 
House.

The Blind Chaplain, 


Fr Telegrarh te the Posat-Drerarorn. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 2.—The fact has 
come out to-day that in the Republican caucus 
there was an earnest protest made against 
choosing the chaplain on account of his politi- 


cal beliefs. A speech was made of which 
nothing has yet been said, and which was the 
only interesting or amusing feature of the 
otherwise tame and solumn caucus. Repre- 
sentativé Allen of Michigan, one of the most 
radigal of Republicans, and whois now serv- 
ing Dis second term, was the speaker and he 
made an earnest plea in favor of the renom!- 
nation of Mr. Milburn, the blind chaplain. 
Mr. Allen is an intensely religious man, an 
elder in the Presbyterian chureb, and 
superintendent of the Sunday-seboo! in the 
town in which he resides. He protested in the 
name of common sense against mixing up 
politics with religion when there is no neces- 
sity for doing so. He said that Parson Mil- 
burn had made a good chaplain. His prayers 
were vigorous, brief and no doubt effective. 
He had never Introduced the question of free 
trade or pensions into his prayers, and as he 
was a man who had lost the total use of both 
eyes, he for one could see no justice in de- 
priving him of the salary belonging to his holy 
office. Allen is a man with a great deal of 
— and a large fund of good nature and 
ready wit. He created general amusement 
when he referred tothe fact thatit was pos- 
sible and altogether probable that a few 
Democrats might get into heaven and that 
Mr. Millburn should have the privilege of 

raying for them also. The Republicans, 

Ir. Allen said, did not have a monopoly on 
the religious banners and in view of the fact 
that there are nearly as many Democrats as 
Republicans in the new House, he thought 
that it would only be doing the fair thing to 
let the Democratic minister continue to pray.

Army and Navy Legislation Demanded. 


By Telegraph te the PosT-DisPaton. 
WasHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 2.—Although the 
narrow margin between the two political par- 
ties in the House naturally suggests that this is 
to be a talking rather than a working Congress, 


officials and officers of the army and navy are 
as much in earnest in their recommendations 
for the improvement of the respective services 
and quite as sangine of a good share of favor- 
able legislation as ever before. Whatever 
may be the custom itis quite certain there 
will be a vast deal of work done by the Mil- 
tary and Naval Committees, for there will be 
a number of new projects presented and 
strongly advocated by representatives of 
both services. Representative Cutcheon 
being the senior y length of service 
of the four Republican members of last 
ear’s Military Committee, and having had 
ong service on the committee, would seem to 
be the most probable selection for the chair- 
— of this committee. 

Of the nine members returned on last year’s 
Naval Committee, 8 are Republicans 
Messrs. Boutelle of Maine and armer of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Herbert of Alabama, Mr. 
McAdoo of New Jersey and Mr. Whitthorne of 
Tennessee will, itis presumed, be three of 
the Democratic members of this committee. 

There is good reason to anticipate the sev- 
eral appropriations forthe new navy and for 
sea coast defenses. There is a popular desire 
that this good work shonld go on and each 
party would suffer some political loss rather 
than bave the e * It these 
hopes are realiz at least $20,000,000 will be 
appropriated for this purpose during the com- 
ing session. 

The army matters affeeting the personnel 
that will be especially pressed for attention 
may be summarized asfollows: Reorganiza- 
tion of the artillery, as: proposed by Gen. 
Schofield; a three battalion orgapization for 
the tnfantry; lineal promotion, which is now 
advocated by nearly the entire army; an in- 
crease imthe inspector-general’s department; 
an increase inthe limited retired list, an in- 
crease of pay for non-commissioned officers, 
examination for promotion of terme of en- 
listment reduced to three years; a new code ot 
punishment for enlisted men; the establish- 
ment of a ten company infantry post at 
3 N. V., and a ten company cavalry 
post at Lexington, Ky.; the revival ot the 
grade of lieutenant- general; an increase in 
the appropriation for the military; an Increase 
in the appropriation for summer maneuvers 
of regular troops; the appointment of an As- 
sistant Secretary of War. 

The item of proposed naval legislation in 
which navy officers are at present the most in- 
terested,ie what is known asthe Cowle pay bill. 
This measure contemplates an increase in the 
number of officers and equalization and in- 
crease of pay. It has been drawn with a view 
to the settlement of many of the long stand- 
ing line and staff differences after a very 
general exchange of views among the officers 
of the — It la a very popular bill with the 
naval service, but in view ofthe large ex- 
penditure involved, there is going to de con- 
siderable difficulty in getting Congress into 
the same way of thinking. 

Among other naval projects to be pre- 
sented may de mentioned the following: A 
new pay table and retired list for petty of- 
ficers and seamen; reorganization and in- 
crease of the Marine corps; an increase 
in the number of enlisted men, includ- 
ing apprentices;an increase of pay to en- 
signs;transfer of the revenue mafine trom 
the 1 amp | tothe Navy Department; new 
sites for and improvement of the navy yards 
aud the establishment of a naval reserve.

MAN'S PRODUCTION, 


A Review of the Contest 8 Ex-Gurr- 
dian John G. Taylor and Guardian Wm. 
H. Brothers for Possession of a Ward— 
The Question of Contempt—Criminal 

. Prosecution of the Child’s Abducters. 


T was fully expected 
by persons interested 
in the contest for the 
possession of Alice 
Jackman that she 
would be produced in 
the Probate Court this 
morning. When last 
Wednesday Judge 
Woerner heard ei- 
dence on the motion 
ee an order on the former guardian, John G. 
Taylor, to produce the child, he said he could 
not grant the order, nor did he think that the 
evidence showed Mr. Taylor was guilty 
of constructive contempt in abducting 
the child when she was in the 
custody of the guardian of her choice. He 
said that he would render his decision form- 
ally this morning, the opening day of the De- 
ceinber term of the court. 

W. H. Brothers, the present guardian of the 
child, his wife, some friends, his attorneys, 
Messrs. Estes & McCann, John G. Taylor and 
his attorney, C. L. Moss, were present 
in court. Alice Jackman was not 
there, nor either of the brothers Charles 
or Al Spink, who have been connected with 
the stories of the abduction. The formal de- 
cision of the court was rendered before any 
other business. 


JUDGE WOERNER SAID: 

„Alice Jackman, having a guardian ap- 
pointed before she was 14 years of age, ap- 
peared before the Judge of this court at 
chambers during vacation of the court, al- 
leging that she had attained the age of 14 ‘and 


desired tojchose another guardian. At the same 
time the former guardian appeared to object 
to the choice of the child, alleging that it had 
been and was then unlawfully detained from 
the lawful custody of its guardian with a view 
of improperly influencing the choice to be 
made by the child, and praying for an order 
directing her to be placed in the custody of 
some disinterested person for the period of a 
month, or such reasonable time as the court 
might determine, before receiving the choice. 
This motion was overruled, the Judge dis- 
gla.ming power to make such order. The 
chiid then made ‘choice of Wm. H. Brothers 
as her guardian and the former uardian 
moved to continue further proceedings for 
ten days, so as to give him time to produce 
evidence of the unsuitableness of the person 
chosen as guardian, in response 
to which motion further proceeding 
was continued until the 18th of 
November when Alice Jackman appeared by 
her counsel, who alleged and proved that on 
her way to court she nad, that morning, been 
seized and abducted by several men, and that 
neither her counsel nor the person she had 
chosen as her guardian knew of her where- 
abouts. Counsel then moved for an order ou 
her former guardian to produce the child in 
court, whitch motion was not complied with 
for want of proof that the child was 
in his custody. Evidence was 
had as to the unsuitableness 
Brothers to be appointed guardian. 
choice of the ward was approved by the court, 
the court being satisfied from the evidence 
thatthe person chosen issuitable and com- 
petent. The motionfor an order to produce 
the child and turn her over was then re- 
newed andthe further hearing was continued 
until November 21, on which day Wiliiam H. 
Brothers gave bond as guardian, and John G. 
Taylor filed his affidavit and bond for appeal 
from the action of the Judge in approving the 
choice of the ward. The former guardian 
Was not present in person, but was 
represented by counsel. By their con- 
sent evidence was taken on the charge 
of court, and Mr. Taylor ordered to appear in 
person and be examined 828 said charge 
on November 27. On that day after hearing 
his testimony he was ordered to report to the 
Court in term time, on the opening thereof 
December 2, 1889. 

A POWERLESS COURT. 

»The motion by the newly appointed 
guardian to order the former guardian to pro- 
duce the child in court for the purpose of giv- 
ing her into the custody of the present 
guardian cannot for a num of 
reasons be sustained. It is prac- 
tically impossible of enforcement 
because no evidence has been adduced to show 
the child to be in Taylor’s custody, either 
actual or constructive. But even if she were 
known to bein his custody this court, under 
the view taken of the law governing. would 
be without power to make the order prayed. 
Nothing can befclearer as a legal rule than the 
utter lack of ay power in probate courts not 
expreesiy granted by the Constitution or some 
constitutional statutory enactment or neces- 
sarily implied in a poweras granted. * * * 

eit should be remembered that no doubt Is 
entertained as to the power ot the court to 
have the child brought in to enable it to make 
ite choice. That is necessarily involved in 
the power expressly granted to receive and 
adjudicate upon such choice. The choice 
having been made and passed upon the power 
was then exhausted. The ward’s presence 
in court was not necessary ior an 
purpose over which the court ha 
power at the time this motion was 
received. It is not necessary to consider the 
effect ol the appeal from the judgement ap- 
proving the choice of Alice Jackman in this 
connection since in the opinion of this court 
the power to make the order does not exist, 
even if no appeal had been taken. 

THE QUESTION OF CONTEM 

On the question of an alleged ——— 
contempt committed by John G. Taylor no 
more need be said than that the evidence 
does not warrant a conviction. The act 
of abduction constitutes 4 orim inal 
offense in the person guilty of it. If that per- 
son were John G. Taylor, either in person or 
by an agent, or by aiding or abetting therein, 
it would conatitnte a high-handed attempt on 
his part to interfere with and obstruct the due 
process of law, and for that reason a crimi- 
nal contempt of the court, demanda- 
ing in the interest of justice and 
law summary punishment. The circumstances 
surrounding this case warrant a strong sus- 
picion that Mr. Taylpr instigated, or at least 
countenanced the abduction, but the evi- 
dence affords no more than a suspicion, and 
this is met by an emphatic denial under oath 
and searching cross-examination of any de- 
sire, intimation, instigation, or complicity in 
any manner connecting with the act. His 
Statements are in all essential particulars 
properly consistent with the testimony of 
other witnesses, 80 far as given, and with his 
innocence of any unlawful act. 

The appeal of John G. Taylor was perfected 
and the attorneys weut away.

A HERO’S DEATH. 


How Engineer George Burnham Saved the 
Lives of His Passengers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatca. 

Boston, Dec. 2.—The death of Engineer 
George Burnham ofgthe Stonington Line 
Dont train in the collision in Providence last 
@vening was the last heroic act of one of the 
most heroic of locomotive drivers. Burnham 
has in previous years repeatedly distinguished 
himself by saving his passengers in moments 
of peril, and on two or three occasions grate- 


ful train loads of people have made him valu- 
able presents. He met his death last nigbt in 
a characteristic attempt to avert a great dis- 
aster. His train was bowling along at a rapid 
gait through the northern suburbs of Provi- 
ence. The block signals were all right for 
Burnham, but suddenly a switch engine 
shot out on the track ahead of him, emerging 
from a dark mass of freight trains ata rapid 
alt. Burnham shut off steam and reversed 
is engine the next moment. Seeing that a 
collision was unvoidable he determined to 
Save his train and passengers at all hazards. 
He ran back over the road in the tender and 
go’ down to pullthe coupling pin, his inten- 
on being to then dash ahead infuli speed 
and receive the full shock of the collison with 
his powerful locomotive. Before starting 
back over the tender be had shoved his lever 
e forward and though he lost his footing and 
was literally decapitated by the on-rushing 
train he had 80 far accomplished his purpose 
that no one in the cars of the steamboat train 
Was even scratched.

SECRETARY NOBLE DISCUSSES THE BUSI- 
NESS OF THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 


Needed Action as to Oklahoma Town Sites— 
Cattle Leasers in the Cherokee Strip to 
Be Taught a Lesson—An Early Sioux 
Proclamatien—Service Fensions Recom- 
mended, 


ASHINGTON, D. O., Deo. 

VW 2.—Secretary of the Interior 

Noble opens his annual re- 
port with an extended ret: 
erence to the opening up of 
Oklahoma. He says: Gen- 
erally speakipg, the best of 
order prevailed and the loss 
of life was remarkably 
small. But the observance 
of law was not universal. 
It is to be deplored that 
while this great body of our 
people were obeying the laws, and patiently 
submitting to a military patrol force they 
could haye overpowered, there had crept into 
the Territory a number of individuals who, 
before the hour appointed, selected town 
sites and homestead claims, and, by this 
illegal opportunity, to the great disadvan- 
tage of others, attempted at the appointed 
hour of noon to establish these sites and 
claims in defiance both of the prociamation 
andthe statute under which it was framed. 
But inasmuch as these questions may yet 
come before the Secretary of the Interior for 
decision, the matter will not be here further 
discussed than to say there should, in my 
judgment, be no legislation ratifying any acts 
these law-breakers have done in disregard of 
justice and fair treatment and to the injury of 
the law-abiding citizens. 

THE TITLES TO TOWN SITES 
have also furnished cause for trouble. 
Secretary quotes the law and says: 

Inasmuch as the two sections just men- 
tioned designate certain town or other of- 
ficials who alone can apply to make town site 
entries, and as no Territorial or State gov- 
ernment having authority to provide for such 
officials exists in the Territory, it has been 
held by the Commissioner of the Genera! Land 
Office that no such entries can be made 
there until further legisiation by Congress. 
The Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
however, directed the Register and Receiver 
at each of the land offices to report the same 
and await further instructions before allowing 
entries. 


Thirteen applications for town-site entries 
had been made up to the 30th of June in the 
Guthrie district and seventeen in the King 
Fisher Station district, making thirty in all in 
the Territory. Of these applications eight had 
been rejected by the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office on account of gross in- 
formality, and the ¢wenty-two remaining 
were without definite action. 

CONDITION OF THE TERRITORY. 

The Secretary then gives these facts as to 
Oklahoma: Population, 60,000, of which 20,- 
200 are in twenty-eight towns, the largest as 
follows:

The Territory contains twenty-nine schools 
and thirty-eight churches, and publishes 
eT ae newspapers. The number of 
achools and churches does not inciude a few 
thatare outside of town limits, data as to 
these not being readily obtainable. At the 
largest of these towns there has been organ- 
ized municipal government by the voluntary 
action of the citizens. From what has been 
said it can be perceived that there has been 
no law other than that of self-protection upon 
which these so-called municipal governments 
rest. Nevertheless, there are Mayors, City 
Councils, Tax Collectors and City Marshals 
and acourtin the nature of an arbitration 
board; but it is obvious that this must all rest 
upon a common consent and the right of the 
sovereign government to preserve the peace 
in this unorganized domain. 

The Sioux Commission, the Secretary says, 
has not yet made its report, but I am able to 
state its progress and the accomplishment of 
ite purpose. It has acquired the consent of 
the Sioux Nation to the act of Congress where- 
by a vast domain will have been transferred 
to the United States upon the payment prom- 
ised therefor. The total amount of land of 
this reservation thus ceded to the United 
States is about 9,000,000 acres. Most of it must 
yet be surveyed and contracts are now being 
made for this purpose so that it may be 
opened to settlers at an early day. All this 
land, outside the separate reservations, is 
restored to the public domain except three 
islands named, severally, American, Farm, 
and Niobrara Islands, and will be disposed of 
by the United States to actual settiers only 
under the provisions of the homestead law, 
and under the law relating to townfsites. 

An early prociamation opening the territory 
is recommended. 

THE CHEROKEE COMMISSION, 
established under the same act that opened 
Oklahoma, has visited the Indian Territory 
and been engaged in preliminary conference 
and correspondence with the various tribes of 
Indians claiming the land. There seems to 
be a desire on the part of most of them to re- 
linguish their property forthe price which 
the commissiou is willing to offer; but the 
Cherokees have not yet shown a dis- 

sition to cede their lands at any price. 
tis that portion of land which lies between 
Oklahoma and the State of Kansas, and con- 
tains, after deducting all previous portions 
thereof assigned to other Indians and for 
which the Cherokees were paid, over seven 
million acres; which at the price of $1.25 an 
acre, after deducting all previous payments, 
would produce forthe Cherokees $7,113,846, a 
fund the tncome from which, at 5 percent, 
would give them over $350,000 a year, to 
be paid by the United States. It would 
be a great boon to the country if this 
vast and fertile land could be redeemed 
from the use now made of it for merely herd- 
ing cattle by persons to whom illegal leases 
have been made, and in connection with Ok- 
lahoma and the other territory the Indians 
are willing to cede could be transformed into 
a State where law would prevail and bomes 
might be established. Since the passage of 
the act authorizing the création of the Chero- 
kee Commission this company has come for- 
ward and offered the Cherokees a proposition 
for leasing the land for the next fifteen 
years—the first five it 
claimed, a rental per annum of ,000, 
the next five years $400,000 and the last five 
years $720,000. The proposition is peculiar 
from the enormous price offered; from the 
fact that grazing cattle upon such lands does 
not enhance their value, even for grazing 
— but chiefly because it seems to have 
een conceived in a spirit of opposition to the 
Government, by a few of its own citizens en- 
deavoring to thwart the national prog ress 
and to prejudice the minds of these Indians

The St. Jee Kid Knocked Out. 


NBW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 2.—Lew McGregor, 
the St. Joe Kid, was knocked out in the tnir- 
teenth round yesterday afternoon by Felix 
Vaquelin, a local fighter. The battle was for 
a purse of $500, of which $150 went to the loser, 


and it took place under the auspices of the 
New Orleans Athletio Club. McGregor 
weighed 185 pounds, and his antagonist, who 
stands 6 feet 2 inches high, weighed 196 
pounds, The men fought with four ounce 
gloves, Marquis of Queensberry rules, 
amended so as to allow fifteen seconds respite 
in case ofa knock down instead of ten seconds 
as prescribed by therules. McGregor was so 
confident of besting his man that he did little 
training forthe fight. In the first two rounds 
the kid played with his antagonist, who was 
very unskillful. Vaquelm improved rapidly, 
however, and was soon giving the Kid more 
than he was receiving. he Kid rushed 
his man frequently, but Vaquelin 
got in some bar blows. After ten 
rounds the St. Joe Kid lost heart and came 
up for the eleventh round slowly. Vaquelin 
knocked him down with a blow apd when Mc 

Gregor arose the New Orleans man rushed 
upon bim and again knocked him to the 
floor. Still again he repeated this programme 
and his friends went wild and swarmed over 
the ropes. The police cleared the stage. Me- 
Gregor came up groggy in the twelfth round 
and caught Vaguelin around the legs and en- 
deavored to throw him. Outside interference 
and Vaguelin’s strength prevented the 
foul. McGregor reached his antagonists 
face in the thirteenth round and then they 
clinched. When they separated Vaquelin 
landed hard on MoGregor’s neck several times 
with his right and sent him to the flaor. The 
crowd and police rushed upon the stage, and 
in the midst of all the excitement the local 
slugger administered some blows which 
knocked out his antagonist. It was; Vaquelin's 
third appearance in the ring. e is 23 years 
old and for some time a street car driver.

IN A NEW FIELD. 


Sergeant Weber, Formerly of the Signal 
Service, Commissioned to Goto Germany. 


It is not Sergeant Weber of the Signal Ser- 
vice any more, but Gustayus Weber of the 
United States Labor Bureau. 

Mr. Weber has been appointed to the posi- 
tion inthe Labor Bureau left vacant by the 
resignation of Lee Meriwether. Although 
stilla member of the Signal Service on being 
notified ofthe favorable consideration of his 


application his request fora discharge was 
granted, as it was considered that his transfer 
to the Bureau of Labor would be beneficial. 
His new fleid will be Germany, this being the 
country to which he has been assigned 
as special agent forthe purpose of gathering 
statistics regarding labor in that country. 

Mr. Weder is particularly fitted for work in 
the German Empire as he passed several 

ears of his lite there. He expects to remain 
n Europe a number of years and anticipates 
avery pleasant sojourn there, 

Speaking of bis new work he said: 

1 presume any work under the Labor 
Bureau will be much more congenial than in 
the Signal Service. I was stationed at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, under the Signal Service Depart- 
ment when I wrote to Carrol B. Wright, the 
head of the Labor Bureau, applying for a 
4 as special agent. I was told to come 

Washington, where I was examined and 
received my commission. The examination 
which lhad was a very sensible one. I was 
examined in arithmetic, being given some 
practical questions to solve in letter writing 
from dictation, copying, book-keeping, 
history, geography and questions regardin 
my knowledge of the Constitution o 
the United States. I was the onl 
one examined at the time and althou 4 
the questions were not difficult ones it 
required a good practical education to an- 
swerthem. I wasthen given my commission 
and told to report for duty in two weeks, at 
which time I would be sworn in. 

‘*T -morrow I will start for Wash! n, 
where 1 will be sworn in, and I expectto sail 
for Europe on the first steamer that I 
make connections with in New York. 
England I expect to meet Mr. Webb, 
who has chargé of the bureau 
work in Europe and will receive instructions 
from him. My work will be in Germany, Aus- 
tria and Hungary. There will be two of us at 
work there. My co-laborer will visit the 
working people and gather statistics from 
them regarding what they earn and where 
their money goes. My work will consist of 
visiting the factories for the purpose of 
finding out what the raw material 
used in the factories costs, what they 
sell the manufactured stuff for, what their 
1 are and what they pay for labor. I 
will carefully gather all such information as I 
can and send my reports to Washington. I 
will have no regular headquarters, but will 
top in one place until I have finished my 
work there and then move to another. The 
character of the laboring class is something 
which Jam instructed to specially examine 
into. The Government allows me my trans- 
portation and & per day for expenses besides 
my salary.’’

WHICH WILL BE CHOSEN? 


CONSIDERING THE SITES AVAILABLE FOR 
THE COLUMBUS JUBILEE. 


The Committee on Sites and Buildings Hard 
at Work Preparing Maps—Different Lo. 
cations Suggested and the Arguments in 
Favor of Each—The Campaign at Wash- 
ington to Commence at Once. 


N OW that the World’s 


Fair Congressional 
campaign has pro- 
gressed so far that 
success is in sight, 
and the base of oper- 
ations has been 
transferred from this 
city to Washington, 
matters pertaining 
tothe arrangements 
for the Fair are re- 
ceiving attention. 
Last night a large 
number ofthe Wash- 
ington delegation 
left for the national 
capital, and this 
morning another contingent took its depart- 
ure. The members of the Executive Commit- 
tee are more than satisfied with the present 
aspect of affairs, and are more confident of 
success than they have been at any previous 
time. 
NORTH RIVER FRONT SITES. 

The members of the Committee on Sites and 
Buildings have not been idle, but have been 
carefully considering the situation in all its 
aspects and have prepared a number ot maps 
showing the advantages of different locations 
that have been suggested. These maps are 
not intended to apply toany particular tract 
of ground, but are so designed as to cover a 
number of districts. The points set forth are 
drainage, vicinity to lines of transportation, 
available acreage, cost of site and freight 
facilities. A number of different locations 
have been suggested, which may be divided 
into four classes, north river front, south 
river front, western location north of the rail- 
road tracks, and western location south of 
the railroad tracks. In the third division are 
classed the only public or semi-public 
grounds, with one exception, underconsidera- 
tion, Forest Park and the Fair Grounds. 
From a member of the committee it was 
learned that there seemed to be a strong feeling 
that the Fair should be located west of Grand 
avenue, but that some who had carefully 
looked into the matter were strongly of the 
opinion that ariver front location would be 
by far the most desirable. Those who favor a 
nortb river front location advocate the selec- 
tion of O’Falion Park with as much contigu- 
ous ground as may deemed necessary. 
This, it is urged, would give a splendid view 
of the river, would almost drain itself, would 
reduce the cost of und to the lowest point, 
and would be ticularly convenient for

LABOR COMPLICATIONS. 


A Meeting at Which a Variety of Cempli- 
ments Were Heard, 


The Trades and Labor Union held a meeting 
at 604 Market street yesterday and discussed a 
number of subjects brought up. Delegate 
Peterson of the Musicians’ Union preferred 
charges against the Furniture-Workers’ Union 
for having employed non-union music 
at an entertainment, and against 


the organ of the German Labor Union, for re- 
ferring to the musicians in uncomp!imwentary 
terms. Counter charges were brought against 
the Aschenbroedel Club for emploving a non- 
union c nter in their hall, and against 
President Miller of the Musicians’ Union on a 
charge of playing with a band in a saloon 
selling Trust“ beer during the beer war. A 
representative of Typographical Union, No. 
8, complained against the Union Record tor em- 
ploying a boy to do a man’s work, etc. 

All of these charges were discussed in an 
animated manner, and committees were ap- 
pointed to investigate them. A delegate from 
the Cigarmakers’ Union complained that 
‘*scab’’ cigars were being sent to St. Louis 
from Binghampton, N. T., the Ninth District 
of Pennsylvania and the district of Dayton, 
O. A motion was made to withdraw the 
Trades and Labor Union delegates from the 
Grievance Committee, composed of delegates 
from the Knights of Labor, the Arbeiter Ver- 
bund and the Trades and Labor Union. No 
P was taken on the matter, however.
